Shops for the 
sale of Juxoriva are on an enormous scale 
I doubt if thore oxsts «anywhere in London 
or in ay capital of thé Old World, such an 
vatablishmout as that of (iffiny, in New 
York, for thosale of jewellery and other 
articles of gat cost, It is an establish- 
ment, too, it must be added, not more 
remarkablo tor its enormous extent than fur 
the admirablo taste of its designs. Other
